Schuldes, who came to 
Clarke from the University 
of the Dakotas in January, 
came home at 9:30 p.m. to 
find his house at 12863 
Whispering Ridge in flames. 

“I would especially like to 
thank computer science 
chair Sheila Castaneda for 
inviting me to hear her hus- 
band perform at Molly’s 
that night,” Schuldes said. 

“Had I not been there, I 
would have been at home 
and most likely would not 
be here right now. It was a 
miracle, plain and simple.” 

Schuldes’ wife Chris has 
not yet moved to Dubuque, 
and no one was hurt in the 
fire. 

All of Schuldes’ personal 
belongings—his thesis, 
photos—-even his 2005 tax’ 
return—were lost. 

Investigators say the fire 
was probably caused by an 
older electrical outlet and 
wiring in the basement. 

Schuldes is temporarily liv- 
ing at a house owned by 
English professor Katherine 
Fischer. 

His house was insured and 
he and his wife are planning 
on rebuilding, His living 
expenses in the meantime will 
be covered by insurance also. 

“T would like to express my 
sincere thanks to members 
of the Clarke faculty, staff, 
students and extended ‘fam- 
ily’ who offered their 
prayers and support,” said 
Schuldes. “ I was truly over- 
whelmed by the immediate 
offers of help.”

he Towa Board of Nursing (IBON) recently 
announced that Clarke’s Nursing department has been 
accredited for six more years. 

The Nursing program was in its last year of the approval 
cycle this school year and had to undergo the process to 
become accredited again. The maximum number of years for 
accreditation is six.. 

Every Nursing program in Towa must be approved by 
IBON in order to offer a program. Nursing Department 
Chair Kay Frommelt said Clarke has always been accredited. 


She said the nursing department did an entire self-study to 
review whether the department was meeting all of the accred- 
itation guidelines for the state. 

In October the department was visited by two members of 
IBON. The members reviewed all of the nursing programs 
including the undergraduate BSN program, the RN to BSN 
program and the graduate MSN program. Frommelt said all 


of the programs were given the full accreditation of -six years.
